WASHINGTON, June 3.—Bishop 


James Cannon appeared today be- 
fore the Senate Lobby Committee 
and denied its authority to inquire 
into his political and financial] ac- 
tivities in connection with the pres- 
identia] campaign of 1928. 


He accused the committee of 
“persecuting” him and described its 
inquiry as a continuation of attacks 
; which he said had been made on 
few for two years by “the wet 
Roman Catholic press.” 

The Bishop flirted with a pos¢- 
liek charge of contempt without 
actually risking it. Although he 
read a statement “declining” to an- 
swer questions about his anti-Smith 
crusade in 1928, he was careful to 
explain- afterward that he was 
merely submitting his objections, 
“for the committee to consider’ 
and he wanted it understood that 
he was not definitely refusing to 
answer. 

Under these indefinite and equiv- 
ocal circumtances the committee 
recessed until tomorrow, when it is 
| expected to direct the Bishop to 
anewer Or be responsible for the 
consequences. 

The concensus of opinion is that 
Bishop Cannon will bow to the 
committee's decision in preference 
to facing a citation for contempt 
of the Senate. 

Challenges Jurisdiction. 

In stating what he believed to be 
his legal right in declining to an- 
swer, Bishop Cannon chose tv 
quote from the opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
contempt case of Harry F. Sinclair. 
althought the result of the Court's 
decision in that case was to send 
‘Sinclair to jail for three montha, 
| By a conincidence, the question 

which Cannon ‘“‘declined”’ to an- 
gwer was addresse¢ to him  ~»by 
‘Senator Walsh of Montana, who 
also propounded the questions 
‘which Sinclair refused to answer. 

| The questicn which precipitated 
the Bishop's protest, was a request 
that he describe the famous “Ashe- 
ville conference” of 1928, at which 
Cannon organized and launched 
the drive to break the “#olid South” 
‘by persuading dry Democrats to 
vote for Herbert Hoover for Pres- 
ident. 

At once he produced a prepared 
statement, in which he cbjected to

ing by the commission. Upon mo- 
tions of the company and commis- 
sion the case was transferred to 
eourt en banc for rehearing, re- 
sulting in the new decision today. 


The opinion handed down today, 
written by Judge William F. Frank, 
was concurred in by the other six 
judges of court enbanc. 

In the earlier decision Commis- 
sioner Higbee held that the hold- 
ing company fee, amounting to 


about $16.000 a year, which was 
collected from the water company | 
by its parent company, the Amer- | 
ican Water Works and Electric | 
C'O., Was an unreasonable one and | 
unjustified charge against cus- 
tomers of the operating company 
and should be disallowed. “To my 
way of thinking it smacks of graft 
and extortion,” he said. 

Judge Frank took an opposite 
position, holding the evidence sub- 
mitted by the water company that 
engineering. managerial advisory 
and financial service was rendered 
to it by the holding company, and 
that the fee amounted to less than 
the cost would be if the operating 
company performed such service 
itself, was uncontradicted in the 
record. The judge said the only 
evidence offered on this point was 
submitted by the company. 

State Cannot Manage. 

“The holding company’s owner- 
ship of the property includes the 
right to control and manage it, 
subjects, of course, to State regu- 
Jation through the Public Service 
Commission,” Judge Frank said. 
“But it must be kept in mind that 
the commission's authority to reg- 
ulate does not include the right to 
dictate the manner in which the 
company shall conduct its busi- 
ness. The company has a lawful 
right to manage its own affairs 
and conduct its business in any 
way it may choose, provided that 
in so doing it does not injuriously 
affect the public. 

‘The customers of a public utili- 
ty have a right to demand efficient 
service at a reasonable rate, but 
they have no right to dictate the 
methods which the utility must em- 
ploy in the rendition of that serv- 
ice. It is no concern of either the 
customers of the water company or 
the commission, if the water com- 
pany obtains necessary materials, 
labor, supplies, etc., from the hold- 
ing company so long as the quality 
and price of the service rendered 
by the water company are what 
the law says they should be.” 

“In the face of this uncontra- 
dicted evidence we cannot say that 
he holding company did no render 
valuable service to the water com- 
pany.” Judge Frank said, “or that 
the 3 per cent charged therefore 
was not a reasonable charge.” 


Valuation in 1923. 

The commission fixed a valua- 
tion of $3,125,000 for the St. Jo- 
seph company in 1923, from which 
the City of St. Joseph appealed.

provements, should have been de- 
ducted from the valuation, in fix- 
ing a fair rate base. The depre- 
ciation fund was created from an 
allowance set aside from rates paid 
by customers to repair and pre- 
serve the property. 

Where, as in this case, such 
funds from the depreciation §re- 
serve were invested in property 
used in public service, the com- 
pany was entitled to a reasonable 
return on such property, Judge 
Frank ruled. “However. where 
such funds are not invested in 
property devoted to the public 
service. the company would not be 
entitled to a return theron,” Judge 
Frank said, “and under such cir- 
cumstances, it would be improper 
to add the amount of such funds 
to the value of the property upon 
which the utility is entitled to a 
return.” 

He recalled that the courts in 
several cases have held that the 
depreciation reserve fund fs the 
property of the company, and ov- 
erruled a contention by the city 
that the company should credit to 
the depreciation fund balance any 
interest earned on the fund.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 3.—The 
industrial progress of the South fs 
exemplified by census returns from 
her cities. From the valleys of the 
Potomac, dowyp the seaboard to 
Florida, across the great valley to. 
the plains of Texas, cities have in- 
creased their population surpris- 


ingly. 
Virginia’s cities have grown 


amazingly, with the rural sections 
keeping pace, probably because of 
tobacco. North Carolina enjoyed 
a particularly healthy growth, the 
agricultural sections holding their 
own and her cities growing rap- 
idly. Charlotte has a population 
of 82,645, an increase of 78.4 per. 
cent. Although Charleston, 8S. C., 
lost population, other cities in the 
State showed good gains. 

Greater Atlanta jumped to 347,- 
$91, an increase of 73.4 per cent. 
Augusta, Macon and Columbus 
grew rapidly also. Georgia rural 
sections lost population in many 
cases, but their losses usually were 
cities’ gains. 

Tennessee has four cities—Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Chattanooga and 
Knoxville—in the 100,000 class. 
Memphis rose to more than 250,- 
000. 

In Kentucky, Louisville’s popula- 
tion has not been reported. Ash- 
land showed the biggest increase 
of the larger towns reported, with 
a 1930 population of 29,050, an iq- 
crease of 99 per cent over 1920. 
Newport, with 29,740, showed 
.0015 per cent increase and Padu- 
cah, with 33,541, had risen 35 per 
cent.

TEST ON NAVAL TREATY 


Motion to Delay Approval 
Beaten in Commons by 
282 to 201,

LONDON, June 3.—The London 
nayal treaty today seemed well on 
its way toward finel British ap- 
proval. A Conservative motion 
which, if passed, would have de- 
layed approval, was beaten last 
night in the House of Commons by 
a vote of 282 to 201.

WASHINGTON, June 2.-—An at- 
tempt to reach an agreement te 
vote at 4 p. m. tomorrow on the 
second conference report on the 
tariff bill was blocked in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Simmons 
(Dem.), North Carolina. Simmons 
said he would be in a position to 
discuss a voting agreement tomor- 
row. 

The coalition of Democrats and 
Republican Independents began a 
new fight against the tariff bill to- 
day after Senator Shortridge 
(Rep.F, California, said the meas- 
ure was sound and should be 
adopted. Senator Borah (Kep.), 
Idaho, criticised the Senate con- 
ferees for abandoning the deben- 
ture amendment. They voluntarily 
surrendered on this proposition, he 
contended, without discussing it 
with the House managers in the 
conference for reconciliation of 
differences. 

Benator Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 


sippi, attacked the work of the 
|conference in which he and Short- 
|ridge participated. He said there 
| was “a race between the Senate and 
|House conferees to see which could 
|'recede first on lower rates.” 

Harrison described the work on 
the chemical schedule as a “sweet 
story,” and described Senator Root 
as the “sugar-coated Senator from 
Utah,” he said Congressmnan Tread- 
way (Rep.), Massachusetts, always 
had a stack of correspondence 
from special interests.

AN INTERNATIONAL COMEDY. 

If opponents of the London tresty in all three of 
the participating countries were not all claiming that 
their own nation gets the worst of it, objections to 
the agreement might be taken more seriously. 

Premier MacDonald ‘said yesterday in the House of 
Commons that no better proof of the fairness of 
the treaty can be imagined than that its opponents 
‘Nn England, America and Japan are all saying that 
their own people got the worst of it. Some of our 
own bellicose Admirals insist that we surrendered to 
Great Britain and Japan. British sea fighters such 
as Beatty and Jellicoe protest that Great Britain 
has yielded to Japan and the United States, and 
the humorous old sea-dogs of Japan are saying that 
Japan struck her colors to. the United States and 
Great Britain. Says Mr. MacDonald: 


Discussions in all of the countries concerned 
show how remarkable an achievement is the 
London treaty. It is the beginning of a way 
which must be pursued, step by step, until at 
last through equilibrium disarmament is reached. 
Stanley Baldwin, who precipitated the Premier's 

defense of the treaty by attacking it, was as badly 
worsted when he criticised the absence of France and 
Italy from the agreement. Mr. MacDonald's answer 
was that when Mr. Baldwin was Premier he had 
thought ‘it worth while to participate at Geneva 
in such a conference at which only three nations 
were represented. In fact, this objection to the 
treaty has been rendered sufficiently hollow by the 
growing intensity of relations between Italy and 
France. The London conference could not compose 
that quarrel, and until it is composed there is not 
the slightest chance of inducing either nation to 
abate its arms. They are in truth increasing their 
arms, and when the London conference realized this 
it sensibly went ahead and made-a three-power treaty. 
To criticise it because it did not make a five-power 
treaty is to say that it should have convinced Mus- 
solini that his dreams of empire in Africa are il- 
lusory, a political feat of such giant proportions that 
merely to suggest it is to make the chancelleries of 
Europe laugh. 

The opposition to the London treaty has become 
an international comedy. It is supported in all three 
countries by big navy men who dislike to see the 
luster of their profession dimmed. Relatively speak- 
ing, none of the parties to the treaty has surrendered 
anything. Great Britain, it is true, conceded equal- 
ity with us at sea; but that is not a surrender. It is 
a historical evolution that not even British stubborn- 
ness can avert. The British Admirals cannot con- 
vince the House of Commons that Great Britain has 
so demeaned herself as some of her Admirals would 
have us believe, nor can our own and the Japanese 
Admirals hope to do any better with the American 
Senate or the Japanese Diet. What all three coun- 
tries have done is to apply to cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines the principle of limitation which the 
Washington conference applied to capital ships and 
airplane carriers and continue that principle in re- 
lation to capital ships. This ought not to be hard 
to defend at home, whether in London, or Wash- 
ington, or Tokio. Fortunately, it is not.

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AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 

A plan providing prompt and fair compensation in 
automobile accidents is sponsored by the Manufac- 
turers’ Association of New Jersey. It proposes to 
abolish the present system of liability insurance and 
install compulsory accident insurance. 

Liability insurance is admittedly unsatisfactory. 
Its fatal weakness is the question of negligence. As 
long as the question of negligence is involved, settle- 
ment of claims will mean litigation, justice either 
denied or delayed, attorneys’ fees, a long. costly, diffi- 
cult procedure. 

By straight accident insurance, eliminating negli- 
gence, with all its tedious, trying consequences. often 
terminating in injustice, the problem, it is believed, 
would be solved. 

It should be understood that this is not a state 
insurance scheme, as might perhaps be construed 
by the word compulsory. The companies now writing 
liabijity insurance for automobiles would simply 
write accident insurance. But every automobile own- 
er would have te carry accident insurance. He could 
not get a license plate without an accident policy. 

The policy would be comprehensive. It would cover 
the automobile, the owner, driver, guest or business 
associate in the car, the pedestrian—everything ex- 
cept the.other automobile and everybody except the 
persons in the other car. 

A fixed scale of compensation for personal injuries 
and property damages could be formulated, as has 
been done successfully in workmen's compensation 
legislation, and the administration of the plan would 
be patterned after workmen’s compensation practice. 

It is proposed, for instance, to create an Automobile 
Claims Court, sitting permanently at various points 
in the State as a matter of convenience and economy. 
The court would be equipped with physicians to pass 
upon physical injuries and experts to determine 
property damage. A claim in dispute would first be 
submitted informally to the court and if not satisfac- 
torily adjusted would be formally heard. In the lat- 
ter trial, claimants could be represented by lawyers, 
whose fees would be reasonably fixed. In the event 
of disagreement, appeal could then be taken to courts 
of record. Such final resort, it is believed, would be 
exceptional. 

Such is the substance of the plan as outlined at the 
annual convention of the New Jersey Manufacturers’ 
Association in the address of its president, J. Philip 
Bird. It is a thoughtful, studied proposal, with real

Although 
the Japanese submitted to the rough slap in the face 
Congress administered in the rude repudiation of 
the gentlemen's agreement on immigration, which 
Japan had carried out in good faith, and the adop- 
tion of the exclusion act, the racial discrimination 
against Japan still rankled in the minds of the 
Japanese. The dominant sentiment among the 
people of Japan is one of gratitude and an intense 
desire for peaceful co-operation and trade with Amer- 
ica. ‘They feel, however, that the exclusion act was 
an affront from a friend, and the wound to Japanese 
pride and trust in the good will of America remains. 
It would be healed by giving Japan a quota, no mat- 
ter how small. 3 | 

The New York World now urges giving Japan a 
quota. Answering the protest of our Admirals 
against the London treaty on the ground that it 
did not permit us to build a navy strong enough 
to attack Japan, the World said that in the Wash- 
‘ington conference both nations had agreed to limit 
their navies to defensive strength. We agreed that 
Japan should have defensive supremacy in the Orient 
and the western half of the Pacific and we should 
have defensive supremacy in the eastern Pacific. Our. 
policy since then has been one of confidence and 
friendly good will and Japan has accepted that policy. 

A brief study of the map is sufficient to convince 
anyone of the folly of attempting to build navies 
strong enough for successful attack by either nation. 
The attack would have to be made across nearly 
6000 miles of sea with few naval bases between. 
Both nations realize successful attack would be im- 
possible and if a war should occur it would be a 
long and costly struggle of resources, with trade 
abolished. Both nations have wisely adopted a pol- 
icy of peace with navies put on a non-competitive 
basis of defense. 

We have now worked out another treaty empha- 
sizing this policy. There is no thought of war, ex- 
cept among jingo extremists, on either side. What 
would be a better way to insure the success of this 
policy and to wipe out all difference and resentment 
than to put Japan on the same immigration basis 
as other nations? 

As the World points out, we rigidly restrict immi- 
gration for other nations, so that there is no dis- 
crimination on restriction. The Japanese quota would 
be negligible, about 146 laborers annually. Race 
prejudice is vanishing, practically gone, except in a 
few localities. 

This proof of good will would be a fitting climax 
to the second treaty affirming the policy of naval 
limitation and peace. The Japanese would accept 
it whole-heartedly as a cementing of friendship. It | 
would greatly promote co-operation and trade, which 
both peoples want. The time is propitious for ac- 
tion by Congress.

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LITERARY CENSORSHIP AND THE COURTS. 

The holy cause of book censorship fares badly 
these days, not because professional reformers are 
less zealous, but because the courts are taking a 
civilized attitude toward the problem. The Nation / 
quotes Morris L. Ernst, New York lawyer and liber- 
tarian, as saying: 

In recent years there has not been a single 
instance where a book generally accepted by the 
public, the press, literary critics, the reading 
public, and the community at large, and openly 


dealt with by the publishers and the book ,trade, 
was ultimately condemned by the courts. ... 


One of the favorite practices of reform societies 
is to take isolated passages from books to establish 
the charge of obscenity. It has been successful in 
Massachusetts, but in New York an appellate court, 
reversing a lower court decision, said recently: 


No work may be judged from a selection of 
such paragraphs alone. Printed by themselves, 
they might, as a matter of law, come within the 
prohibition of the statute. So might a similar 
selection from Aristophanes, or Chaucer, or Boc- 
caccio or even from the Bible. The book, how- 
ever, must be considered broadly as a whole. 


It is heartening to find the courts unwilling to 
descend to the cultural level of John S. Sumner, 
the New York booksmeller, or Senator Smoot, or 
any one of the other self-constituted moralists who 
think it their duty to protect the morals of other 
people. To such we commend a careful perusal 
of this enlightened utterance by Judge Learned Hand, 
also quoted by the Nation: 


I question whether or not in the end men... 
will not believe that truth and beauty are too 
precious to society at large to be mutilated in 
the interests of those most likely to pervert them 
to base uses. Indeed, it seems hardly likely 
that we are even today so lukewarm in our in- 
terest in letters or serious discussion as to be 
content to reduce our treatment of sex to the 
standard of a child’s library in the supposed * 
interests of a salacious few.

Hughes-Parker-Roberts incident revealed some of the Washington newspaper writers 
in a new and surprising role; journalistic Warwicks supplied Borah and Norris 
with ammunition in the fight on Hughes, contributed to the defeat of Parker, 
and threw their hats up in acclamation of Owen J. Roberts.

E find the nomination of Owen Jo- 
W sepnis Roberts as Associate Justice of 

the Supreme Court to be the most 
popular move among’the Washington cor- 
respondents that President Hoover has made 
since he entered the White House. Almost 
to a man they threw up their hats and 
cheered when the legal and physical heavy- 
weight who conducted the Doheny-Sinclair 
prosecution was chosen for the place the 
Senate withheld from Judge Parker. 

They immediately set to work on his hbe- 
half. Men who had mobilized their type- 
writers and their temperamental talents 
against both Charles Evans Hughes and the 
North Carolinian became propagandists for 
the Philadelphia lawyer. In the same way 
that they lobbied against the two other 
jurists, they bestirred themselves for one 
whom they have come to regard almost 
as a colleague. We saw them arguing his 
cause eloquently in Congressional corridors 
and anterooms with Senators inclined to be 
critical for one reason or another, and the 
buttons of many a senatorial toga were well 
wrung in these conferences between press 
and politicians. 

The journalists, we realize, have no votes 
in the Senate, but nobody who watched 
them in action against Chief Justice Hughes 
and Judge Parker underestimated their in- 
fluence. Washington representatives of 
such libéral journals as the Néw York 
World, the Baltimore Sun, the Scripps-How- 
ard group and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 


- played a large part, we are told, in solidi- 


fying Senaté sentiment in the judiclary 
struggle. We understand it was a Scripps- 
Howard article detailing Mr. Hughes’ cor- 
poration connections and philosophy which 
first attracted Senator Borah’s eye, and the 
latter’s several speeches on the floor were 
no more than an elaboration of the thesis 
therein. 
* 7 Se . 

The fertile minds of the press, in our 
opinion, furnished many ideas and strateg- 
ical suggestions to the Borah-Norris group, 
who welcomed their reinforcements. With 
almost malicious glee the liberal group in 
the press gallery, through the columns of 
their newspapers, built fires under Senators 
reported to be wavering, and we would not 
be surprised if they kept several in line. 

Even more important, and certainly quite 
as effective, we hear, were their orations in 
the corridors, and their hour-to-hour polls 
of the shifting lineup must have been a 
great help to the foes of the confirmation. 
Not since the controversy over the League 
of Nations has there been such a close 
alliance between those who make the news 
and those who write it, although makers 
and writers were indistinguishable in these 
instances. 

We do not pretend to pass on the ques- 
tion of journalistic ethics involved in the 
newspaper men’s assumption of a dual role. 
There is, however, absolutely no basis for 
Sam Blythe’s Saturday Evening Post article 
to the effect that a desire for hot news on 
a dull day inspired the newspaper campaign 
against Chief Justice Hughes. We happen 
to know that the gallery liberals held them- 
selves to be crusaders in a cause which, in 
their judgment, commanded their interest 
both as correspondents and as citizens. 

Strangely enough, we find few, if any, of 


these men consider Mr. Roberts to be an 
economic liberal, and none sympathizes with 
the decisions that have flowed from his 
pleadings before the court to which he has 
been named. Their Wking for him is in- 
stinctive, we believe. They got to know 
him intimately during the oil trials, and 
they lost themselves in admiration for his 
ability and his humanity. They think him 
a man possessing fine instincts, a brilliant 
intellect, a humane viewpoint, a fair and 
open mind, 

“He has both a heart and a head,” is the 
way we have heard him characterized by 
this little group. Their close relationship 
with Mr. Roberts is not accidental, since it 
was the more progressive newspapers which 
gave most attention to the oil trials. 

+ + _ 

A fine friendship developed between these 
reporters and the new nominee. Before and 
after each court session, and at recess time 
the newspaper men fraternized with the 
Government counsel, They ate with him 
each noon in a dingy, basement lunchroom 
near the courthouse, and his frank and 
friendly manner encouraged them to make 
him their confidant, as he made them his. 
Around the bare wooden tables they lin- 
gered, and in the smoke of his favorite pipe 
they talked of politics, people, poetry, phi- 
losophy, religion, government, baseball, the 
law and journalism: they spoke of oi) bar- 
ons, Cabinet ministers, Presidents, and their 
policies good and bad. In these contacts, 
we are informed, he revealed himself to be 
a man of progressive sympathies and deep 
understanding—a truly different and re- 
freshing figure. 

Whatever the reason, the correspondents 
who wrote columns and. talked volumes in 
denunciation of the Hughes and Parker ap- 
pointments. have, we learn, showered. con- 
gratulations on Mr. Roberts, and. more 
often than not, they will be as strong for 
him as they are for Justices Holmes, Bran- 
deis and Stone, hoping, of course, that their 
hero will honor their hero-worship. 

Most of the press feel the same way, al- 
though no more than six permitted their 
feelings to be reflected in action “beyond 
the call of duty.” Indeed, were it not for 
the fact that the Lobby Committee stood 
four to one with the correspondents in 
the Hughes fight, and five to one in the 
Parker shindig, we would not be in the least 
surprised if these exuherant gentlemen of 
the press were made the subjects—or ob- 
jects—of a senatorial investigation. And 
what a commotion that would cause, my 
masters!
